AS TO CITIZENSHIP 


Citizenship in Hie United Static Is 
a much discussed question these days 
and the following information which 
is being given publicity by the press 
will he of interest. 


Who is a citizen 
of 
the 
United 
States? 
Any person ,born 
in 
the 
United 
States in a citizen of this country, re­ 
gard leas of where his parents were 
born. 
Who is an alien? 
Any person born o u t s id e the United 
States of parents not citizens of this 
country is an alien. 
How may these aliens become citi­ 
zens? 
Any alien in this country, although 
he landed only yesterday, may g o to 


the clerk of court and declare his in­ 
tention of becoming a citizen. When 
he makes such declaration he is g iv ­ 
en w hat are commonly 
called 
his 
“ first papers.” 
After an allen has lived con tinu ­ 
ously in the United Stat*® Jive years, 
provided he has declared his in ten ­ 
tion and obtained his first papers, he 
may apply for his final papers. If he 
shows a fair understanding 
of 
the 
fundam entals of the governm ent he 
is then granted full citizenship. 
If he has been here five years, he 
need only wait two 
years 
between 
first and scond papers. 
Children born outside the United 
States are citizens of this country if 
their parents are naturalized before 
the children become of legal age. 
An alien woman who marries an 
American citizen becomes an Ameri­ 
can citizen. 
Such citizenship lasts 
during marriage. 
In case the mar­ 
riage is 
terminated 
by divorce or 
death, the woman still is an Ameri­ 
can citizen 
if she remains in 
the 
United States. 
An American woman who marries 
an alien loses her citizenship until 
such time as lie becomes naturalized. 
The p r o c ed u r e to be followed by 
an allen 
who desires to 
b e c o m e a 
citizen of tile United S t a t e s calla for 
considerable personal information. 
The alien should give ilia name, 
age, occupation, complexion, height, 
w eight, color of hair, place and date 
o f birth, present 
r e s id en ce , 
what 
| country he emigrated from, name ol 
vfssel he came in, if married, th# 
name of his 
w ife , where s h e 
wa 
born; he should declare an intention 
to renounce allegiance, the sovereign 
and country he is now subject to, 
give tile port. of his arrival in til* 
United Slates and the date of arrival. 
After lie lins resided live year 
in 
the United States, lie may apply for 
his final paper*. 
Ile must g o to tile 
clerk of court, with two wltn«®ses. 
both of whom are citizens, either 
from birth or naturalization, and till 
out 
another blank. 
At 
that 
time 
lie must give the number of bls ehjld 
ren, name, date and place of their 
birth and their present residence. 
The witnesses must have known 
Ii I rn at least five years as a resident 
of the state, and certify that lie is a 
person of good moral character. 
A person who lie I Ives in anarchy 
or polygamy will not lie admitted to 
full citizenship. 
Because the United Stains lines not 
permit its citizens to expatriate th em ­ 
selves in time of war, full citizenship 
in tills country is not granted to an 
alien of any country at w ar w it Ii t he 
United States. 
This does not prevent 
a German from declaring ills in te n ­ 
tion of becoming an American cit! 
zen. nor of applying for full citizen­ 
ship. 
Such applications are held in 
abeyance.___________________
